Besides this, the coffin containing 


the remains has been closed somewhat hurriedly.

sion, but no actual anti-American feeling.

"Aguinaldo is respectful towards A trail al Dewey, Gen. Meriitt and 


Consul Wiklman, and will go to any lengths to retain Wildman'b 


good opinion, but ho holds back from giving energetic help to the 


L'nitcd States forces. He will give only a negative sort of assistance 


until he knows exactly the form which American policy will take. 


Ho is disturbed by telegraphic repoits that the United States will 


abandon tho Islands to Spain. There are some indications of a clash 


between Meiritt and Aguinaldo.
